GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 


M. E. 1097 (August 1921—August 1922.) 

1. ^In September 1921, His Highness Slirimnnt Pant Sahib of Bhor visited 
Travancore as a guest of His Highness the Maha Raja and after a stay of five, days 
left the State on the 14th idem. 

2. In response to the invitation of His Excellency the Governor of Madras, 
His Highness the Maha Raja left Trivandrum on tour to Madras on the 5th January 
1922. His Highness reached Madras on the 9th January and was present on the 
occasion of the reception of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales on the 13th. 
His Highness had also an interview with His Royal Highness at Madras. Leaving 
Madras on the 18th January, His Highness returned to the Capital on the 21st. 

3. His Highness the Maha Raja of Cochin paid a visit to the State in pursn - 
ance of the invitation of His Highness the Maha Raja. His Highness arrived a t 
Trivandrum on the 3rd February 1922 and was accommodated in the Anantavilasam 
Palace. From Trivandrum, His Highness proceeded to Cape Comorin on the 5th 
February and stayed there for three days, Returning from the Cape, His Highness 
visited some of the chief institutions at the Capital. His Highness and suite left 
Trivandrum for Ernaeulam on the morning of the 10th February, visiting en route 
Varkalai, Quilon, Ambaiapuzha and Allcppey. 

4. The Junior Rani gave birth to a second son, Prince Utratam Tirunal, 
which happy event took place on the 22nd March 1922.

Erom the Railway from Shencottah to Trivandrum. The appreciable decline notice¬ 
able under this, head in 1097 is due to the fact that the working of the Railway for the 
year ended the 31st March 1922 resulted in a loss of Its. 1,50,720 on acts milt o£ the 
very high working expenses of this line in the year m common with all other railway 
lines and the higher rate o£ interest charges, which the State had to pay on tlic 
sterling debentures raised in England.

8. The subjoined statement compares the expenditure of 1087 with the budget 
•of the year and the actuals of the preceding five years 



Rs. 1,65,17,482 in 1092 to Rs. 2,01,23,982 in 1097, *. e. by 21'8 per cent., againstau 
increase of 22*8 per cent, in therevenue and receipts of the same period. The expendi¬ 
ture of 109 3 was abnormal, being made up of such extraordinary items as the sexennial 
Murajapam ceremony, the Shashtiabdapurti of His Highness the Maha Raja and con¬ 
tributions to the war funds, amounting in all to S lakhs of rupees. The expenditure 
of 1094 was less than that of the previous year only by Rs. 8,93,813 although no ex¬ 
traordinary expenditure was incurred during that year, and the expenditure on rail¬ 
ways was only Rs. 37,030 against Rs. 10,58,632 in the previous year. Thus the nor¬ 
mal expenditure of 1094 really exceeded that of the previous year by more than 9 
lakhs of rupees. The expenditure of 1095 was higher than that of 1094 by 
Rs. 17,69,479, while the expenditure of 1096 rose by Rs. 1.7,48,303 over 
that of the previous year. The increase in expenditure from 1095 onwards hit? 
been mainly due to the allotment of increasingly larger funds for Public Works and 
Education Departments and also to the payment of scarcity allowances to all- 
Government servants drawing a salary up to Rs, 55 per mensem. The expenditure of 
1097 exceeded that of 1096 by about Rs. 4* lakhs. The bulk of this increase 
-occurs under the following items, viz., Education (Rs. lakhs), Land Revenue 
(Rs. li lakhs) and other expenditure (Rs. 1 lakh). The expenditure on account of the 
Land Revenue Department, which rose from Rs. 7,52,716 in 1092 to Rs. .8,30,737 in 
1093, remained fairly stationary in 1094 and 1095. It rose to Rs. 9,20,068 in 1096 aud 
still further to Rs. 10,39,736 in 1097. The rise in the last two years is mainly due to

It will be .seen from the statement that from 1092 to 1095 the ordinary 
transactions of the State resulted in substantial surpluses. The comparatively small 
surplus of 1093 was clue to the fact that extraordinary and unforeseen charges fat the 
extent of Its. <3 laldts had to be incurred in that. year. The years 1096 and 1097 
have resulted in deficits of R». 1,47,114 and Us. -IS,IDT respectively. These small 
deficits were however not due to any full in revenue which has shown a total increase 
of Its. 15 lakhs over that of 1095. They wore chut rather to the very high level 
to which wages and prices rose during the period, the compensation that had to be 
given to government servants for dearness id provisions anil to the efi'ort. made to 
clear off certain accumulated outstandings. 1’rices have already begun to show a 
tendency to fall, while compensation for dearness of provisions has been replaced by 
the more permanent measure of an enhancement of salaries counterbalanei d by 
possible retrenchments. Clearance of accumulated outstandings is not a feature likely 
to recur. It may also be added that the policy of accumulating large surpluses has 
given place to one of the State revenue, being used, to the fullest extent: possible, for 
improving the efficiency of the administration, the development id public works and 
the material resources of the State and the expansion of education.

10. The Outside Audit Department inspected or locally audited the accounts of 
136 institutions during the year including 27 courts, 22 treasuries, 1 fl municipal 
councils, 12 P. W. D. division and sub-division oiliees, 1 1 devaswoms, <H edu¬ 
cational institutions, 6 Forest division oiliees, (i Anchal oiliees, -I hospitals, be¬ 
sides the Government Press, the School of Arts, the Stamp Manufactory, the Central 
Prison, the Public Library, the Sanketham and Melkanganom Outeherries, the Excise, 
Military, Museum, Agrastila and Police Stores, the P. W. D. Workshops and Stores 
and the Stationery Stores of the Account Office. The Haripad temple construction 
accounts, the accounts of the Oil Assistant attached to the Office of the Director of 
Industries, the Travancore Minerals Company, Muttorn, and the Sri Midam Shnsti- 
abdapurti Dharnaalayam, Oollur, were also audited during the year.

17. Applications for Agricultural loans .—Including the previous year’s balance 

the number of applications for disposal was 512 against 62 in 1096. The number of 
applications received during the year was 474, against 56 in 1096- This large 
increase is due to the simplified procedure proscribed in the new rules for the mint 
of loans. Of these, 209 applications were granted and 171 rejected, leaviim- a ludunce 
of 132 at the end of the year. The Quilon Division had the largest pendency viz., 43 
applications, Kottayam, Trivandrum, Padmanabkapuram and Devicolam coniine- 
next in order with 40, 26, 12 and 11 applications pending respectively. The total 
amount of loans sanctioned to be granted during the year in all the Divisions together 
was Rs. 96, 236. It is gratifying to note that the provisions of the Land Improve¬ 
ment and Agricultural Loans Regulation and Rules have begun to be more largely 
availed of by the people. “ 








18. Tours of Officers.' —(i) Land Revenue Commissioner. —The Land Revenue 
Commissioner was in camp for 100 days during the year and visited 3 Division 
Offices, 4 Division Assistants’ Offices and all the taluks including Treasuries, except 
Shertalla, Todupuzha, Peermade and Devicolam. He made a detailed examination 
of the registers and other records of 12 taluk offices. He also inspected 2 village 
offices and many of the important public markets. 

(ii) Ren:an Pdshkars and the Commissioner, Devicolam, —The average touring 
of the Dewan Peishkars and the Commissioner, Devicolam, was 181 days in 1097 
against 192 in 1090. 'I he Dewan Peishkar, Trivandrum and the Commissioner, 
Devicolam, were in camp only for 79 and 139 days respectively, against 133 and 201 
in 1096. Except the Dewan Peishkar, Trivandrum, the other Dewan Peishkars and 
the Commissioner, Devico’am, inspected all the taluk offices in their respective 
divisions. The Dewan Peishkar, Trivandrum, inspected only 2 taluks during the 
year. None of these officers inspected all the paknthi cutcherries in their divisions. 
The Dewan Peishkars of Kottuyam, Trivandrum, Padmanabhapuram and Quilon 
inspected 37, 17, 16 and 12 pakuthi offices respectively and the Commissioner, Devi¬ 
colam, 10 paknthi offices during the year. 

(iii) Tahsildars, —The average number of days spent by a Tahsildar in camp 
was 47 per quarter, against 45 in 1096. 

19. Inspection and Maintenance of State Boundary marks. —The Tahsildars of 
Tovala, Chirayinkil, Quilon, Vaikara, Shertalla, Muvattupuzha, Kuimatnad, Alen- 
gad, Parur, Peermadc and Devicolam inspected portions of the State boundaries of 
their respective taluks. The Land Revenue Commissioner inspected the State boun¬ 
dary in the Sheneotta taluk and detected certain encroachments. The Acting Dewan 
Peishkar, lCottayam, inspected during the year the State boundary between Cochin 
and Parur and the encroachments at both ends of the Tholan Thodu. The 
Commissioner, Devicolam, inspected the northern State boundary adjoining the 
Coimbatore District. 

20. Markets. —There were 159 public markets in the State during the year. 
The revenue realised by leasing out these markets amounted to Rs. 62,681. 
The number of private markets for which licenses were issued during the 
year was 194. Two prosecutions were sanctioned during the year in respect 
of 2 private markets in the Kottayam Division, one at Parur ami the 
other at Shertalla. The former resulted in conviction and the latter waspending 
at the close of the year, The expenditure during the year on account of markets was 
Rs. 2,189. 

21. Conversion of dry lands into wet. within the area commanded by the 
Kodayar Project■ —The Officer, who had been appointed on special duty from * 
the ist Dhanu 1096 for expediting the conversion of dry lands into wet under 
the Kodayar Project, in the four taluks of Tovala, Agastiswaram, Braniel and 
Kalkulam, continued on the special work till the close of 1097. He closed 
his work on the last day of the year and submitted his final report, *on the 
results of his work for a period of one year and 8 months. The following were 
the main items of work done by him during the period of his special duty:— 

(1) He did propaganda work in all the four taluks, and as a result, an extent 
of 323 acres of dry land was converted into wet. 

(2) He conducted field to field inspection of 189 irrigation blocks in the four 
taluks and in the course of such inspection he was able to detect 453' 42 acres of lands 
already converted by the ryots info wet hinds but remaining unbooked for purposes 
of water cess. 

(3) At the instance of the Special Officer, applications for agricultural loans 
were sanctioned for a total sum of Rs. 42,466 to help the conversion of 171'63 

(4) He detected several encroachments on Poramboke lands, channels and 
tanks in the four taluks and gave information to the local Tahsildars for further 
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The work of refixing theodolite stones was done in 149 pakuthies against 
110 pakuthies in 1096. On the whole, 1,419 stations or 14-1 per cent, were 
renewed, and 679 stations or 13’9 per cent, were repaired departmentally by the 
surveyors at Government cost and the rest was done by the ryots themselves. Up 
to the end of 1097, the work of refuting theodolite stations was completed in 190 
pakuthies. 

(b) Demarcation and Survey of Porambokes.—The boundaries of 29,520’ 
pornmboke numbers were verified during the year in all the 32 taluks together 
against 12,370 numbers in the 14 backwater taluks in 1096. The demarcation, 
survey and the preparation of plotted sketches were completed in respect of all these 
numbers, covering an area of 20,942 acres. In addition to this, the verification of 
boundaries alone was attended to in respect of 4,237 numbers. The number of 
encroachments detected by the Land Records staff in the course of this work was 
20,324 involving an area of 1,680 acres, against 6,999 encroachments and 305 acres 

the Tahsildars during the year. 


It is stated that the disposal of encroachments detected and puduval lands 
purveyed by the Land Records staff brought in a revenue of lis. 1,33,179 against 
Rs. 99,848 in 1096. 

(r) Other items of ,,-ork .—Besides the above, the following items of work wore 
also attended to by the Land Records staff during the year 


(i) The demarcation, survey and preparation of plotted sketches were completed 
iu respect of 11,875 Pokkuvaravu sub-divisions, covering an area of 9,672 acres. 

(ii) An extent of 4,120 acres of waste lands available for registry was sub¬ 
divided iuto 3,149 blocks in the taluks in which Puduval Survey Parties were not 
working and in other taluks which contained blocks less than ten acres in extent to 
he sub-divided. 

(iii) An extent of 240 acres of JCari lands in the Ambauipuzha taluk was de¬ 
marcated and sub-divided into ten-acre blocks. 

(iv) 172'91 acres, out of an extent oE 300 acres thrown open by tiro P. \V. D. 
for registry in the Puduppalli lake, Karunagn pally taluk, were also demarcated and 
sub-divided into smaller blocks. 

(v) 38-35 acres of land in the Puduv pakuthi, Shcucobtah taluk, transferred 
to the Agricultural Department for the opening of a Demonstration harm, were de¬ 
marcated, surveyed and plotted. 

(vi) Por the pornmboke numbers measured and plotted, 2 duplicate copies each 
were prepared in respect of 16,058 numbers and one duplicate copy for 2,166

The larger outturn in 1096, as compared with 1097, was due to an area of 8'48 
sq. miles of hill circuit formed in the Tovala taluk. The variations in the outturn 
from year to year, the Superintendent observes, are due to special items like the 
above and to the miscellaneous character and scattered nature of the work to be 
attended to by the department now. 

28. Lithography of maps .—The outturn during the year under printing of 16 
inch maps was 545T4 sip miles agaiust 524*08 s.p miles in 1096, The above 
figure includes the village maps reprinted to the extent of 511* 97 srp miles. 
The four inch maps of Poopara pakuthi, Devieolaiu taluk, covering an extent of 
70 sq. miles, were reprinted during the year, against 138*67 sip miles in 1096. 3 
sheets of maps of the northern and southern boundaries of the Thadagamala reser¬ 
ved forest were also reprinted. In addition to the above, maps of the boundaries 
between Travancore and Cochin adjoining Manjapra and Chemmanad pakuthies 
of the ICnnnatnud taluk and those between Travancore and the British District 
of Madura adjoining Periyar and Mlapara villages and between Shcncottah and Ten- 
kasi taluks, touring maps of Travancore and Cochin with adjoining British Dis¬ 
tricts, as well as minor maps and diagrams, were printed. 

29. Tours .—During the year, the Superintendent was in camp for 90 days 
against 111 days in the previous year. The short touring in 1097 is attributed to 
the fact that the Superintendent was on privilege leave for about two months. 

30. Puduval Survey operations. — (i) Scope of work .—The Puduval Survey 
operations started in Makaram 109 6 in accordance with a. o. no. h. :u. 12133/1110 
of 20, dated 30th December 1020, were continued in the 12 taluks of Kalkulam 
Vilav.-mcode, Trivandrum, Chirayinkil, ICottarakiu-a, Pathanapuriim, Kunnattur, 
Pattanamtitta, Miuachil, Todupuzha, Muvatlupuzha and Kummtnad during 
the first three months of the year. But as it was found difficult for the Sub-Assistants 
of Survey in charge of the Puduval Survey Parties to have close supervision over the 
work of their staff in a large jurisdiction extending over 4 taluks each, work was 
suspended in the three taluks oE Puthanapuram, Kuunatiu- and Kunnatnad. The 
two taluks of Kalkulam and Vilavancode were also placed in charge of a separate 
officer of the rank of Head Surveyor.

(iv) Land Complaints. — 455 land complaints were received during the year 
in all the groups together. Including the previous years’ balance, viz., 128, there 
were 585 complaints for disposal during the year, of which 374 were disposed of, 
leaving a balance of 209 at the close of the year. 

31. Survey Schools. — 296 candidates were trained in both the Central and the 
Kottayam Survey Schools in the four courses of the year, against 272 in 1096, and 
207 passed in the final examination against 187 in the previous year. 83 candidates 
failed and 6 absented themselves. Of the 207 candidates who came out successful 
from both the schools, only 3 were Government servauts. The fee collections of the 
two schools amounted in 3097 to Rs. 4,290 against Rs. 3,524 in the previous year. 
The expenditure on account of the schools aggregated to Rs. 2,535 in 1097. 

32. Receipts and Expenditure. — The receipts of the Survey Department 
during the year were Rs-7,659. The expenditure of the department amounted 
to Rs. 1,35,270.

34. income-tax law. —With a view to meet the increasing demands o£ a modern 
administration and to distribute equitably the burden of taxation on all the 
people, the levy of income-tax was urged upon His Highness’ Government at several 
Sessions of the Sri Mularn Popular Assembly. After a careful consideration of 
the question, the introduction of income-tax was decided upon and a Regulation, 
modelled on the Indian Income-tax Act, VII of 1918, was passed by the Legislative 
Council and it received the assent of His Highness the Mails Raja on the 23rd 
Karkadakam 1096, and became law as Regulation VHI of 1096 from the 1st 
Chingam 1097. 

35. Administration. —Mr. K. Anantanarayana Iyer B. a. & b. l., who was 
Dewnn Peishkar, Kottayam, was appointed Income-tax Commissioner from the 1st 
Chingam 1097. 

The Revenue agency, viz., the four Do wan Peislikars, the Commissioner, 
Devicolam, the seven Division Assistants and the 34 Tahsildars, was utilised for 
incorae-tax work in the State. All Tahsildars were made Collectors of Income-tax 

respective taluks. All the Division Assistants, except the Assistant to the Com¬ 
missioner, Devicolam, were invested with the powers of a Collector within their res¬ 
pective magisterial jurisdiction in respect of the assessment of incomes above Rs. 3,000 
and below Rs. 10,000 and of a Commissioner in respect of the revision of assess¬ 
ments made by the Tahsiidar-Collectors under them. The Assistant to the Devi¬ 
colam Commissioner, Peermade, was made Collector for the two taluks of Devi¬ 
colam and Peermade, with powers to assess incomes above Rs. 3,000 and below 
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D were issued calling for returns of incomes, of which only -1,113 were actually 
served. Returns of income were received in 3,514 cases. The number actually 
assessed was 2,2-13, of which 2,15" were individuals and HR were companies. Of 
the 88 companies, 1 1 were of foreign origin declared by Government as companies 
for purposes of the Income-tax Regulation. There were no assessors who were 
registered linns. 

37. Current demand .—The subjoined statement shows the demand under 
‘I A. Taxes on Income’ as finally fixed by the Income-tax Commissioner:— 



The demand under income-tax proper was the highest in the Quilon 
Division viz., Es. 2,19,762, and lowest in the Devicolam Division viz.. Iis. 31,596.“ 
The demand for the Padmanabhapnram, Trivandrum and Kottayam Divisions was 
Rs. 67,883, Ks. 89,622 and Its. 71,292 respectively. The five important towns of 
the State viz., Kagercoil, Trivandrum, Quilon, Alleppey and lvottayam together 
contributed 62-38 per cent, of the total demand, Alleppey alone contributing 22’72 
per cent. 

38. Demand, Collection and Balance .—The following statement shows the 
close of the year :— 
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83- Import and Issue ,—There was a fail in the quantity of tobacco issued 
from the bankslialls and a rise in the quantity imported direct by merchants 
through chowkeys on payment of duty. The former was 13,222 candies and the 
latter 4,477 candies against 14,057 candies and 4,033 candies, respectively, in 
10%. 

84. Consumption, —The consumption of duty paid tobacco fell from 18,090 
candies in 1096 to 17,699 candies in 1097, showing a fall of 2T5 per cent. Leaving 

was 3*98 lbs., against Vc5 lbs. in 1096. The decrease is reported to be due to 
the smaller purchasing power of tl:e consumers due to adverse money conditions 
of the year. 

85. Collections— The total collections under tobacco amounted to 

Rs. 18,73,576, against lls. 17,00,298 in 10%. The increase, of lbs. 1,73,278

86. Breach of Law .—1,129 cases affecting 1,364 persons were reported 
under the Abkari, Opium, Tobacco and Salt Laws, against 1,245 cases 
affecting 1,446 persons in 1096. Including the 58 cases affecting 96 persons 
pending investigation at the beginning of the year, 1,187 cases affecting 
1,460 persons were handled. Of these, 1,024 cases were charged before the magis¬ 
tracy, 109 were either referred for orders or struck off the register and 54 were 
pending investigation. Including the 13 cases pending with the magistracy 
when the year opened the number of cases dealt with by the magistracy was 1,037. 
^Out of this, 936 cases e^ded|n ranvictiou,^ 72^ in acquittal and 29 were pending

87. Receipts and Expenditure —The gross collections and expenditure under

96. Two Regulations were passed by His Highness the Malia Raja direct, one to 
make provision for facilitating and regulating the supply and use of electrical energy 
for lighting and other purposes and the other to amend the law relating to the Legis¬ 
lative Council. 

97. The Select Committee’s Report on the Ezhava Bill was presented to the 
Council, but the consideration of it was postponed. A bill to amend the Destruction 
of Records Regulation, III of 1057, a bill to amend the Land Acquisition Regulation, 
XI of lu89„ and a bill to amend the Tolls Recovery Regulation, IV of 1088, were 
introduced and referred to Select Committees. 

98. The Committee appointed to enquire into the customs obtaining among the 
Nanjinad Vellalaa as regards divorce, partition, adoption, the rights of ukantudamu 
and 'nankudama, the powers of the ICarauavan, and testamentary and intestate suc¬ 
cession, submitted their report together with a draft bill embodying their recom¬ 
mendations.

100. Mr. R. Krishna Pillai B. a., b. l., Dewan Peishkar, Quilon, was appointed 
special officer for a period of three months with effect from the 3rd Dhanu 1097 to 
supervise the preparation of the electoral rolls and attend to the preliminary work m 
connection with the formation of the new Legislative Council under Regulation, II 
of 1097. He visited all the municipal towns and taluks of the State with the ex¬ 
ception of Peermade and Devicolain and gave personal instructions to the Registration 
nffirera in the matter of t he preparation of the electoral rol ls. The total number of 
electors according to the dSftel5to?raii was 92,462, and according to the final 
electoral rolls 96,316. This formed about 2'5 percent, of the total population ol: 
the State. Of the 28 electoral constituencies, polling had to be held only in respect 
of 22 there being only one duly nominated candidate in respect of each of the re¬ 
maining six constituencies. 209 polling stations’ were originally fixed, but there 
was no polling at some of these stations as six seats were uncontested. Four elec¬ 
tion petitions were received by Government and an election commission was appointed 
to consider them. After the close of the year under report, the election in respect of 
two election petitions was declared void and re-election was ordered in respect of the 
constituency concerned. Another petition was withdrawn by the petitioner. The 
third was pending. The following statement shows the total number of electors, the

. . POLICE. 

101. The force .—The sanctioned strength of the force was 2,016 against 2 182 
in 1096, while the actual strength at the close of the year stood at 2,055. This is due to 
11 vacancies in the cadre of Sub-Inspectors being left unfilled and 50 constables being 
retained as supernumeraries in connection with the reorganisation of the department. 




During the year under report, 19 policemen died and 33 -were dismissed. 71 police¬ 
men were prosecuted by private parties, of whom 59 were discharged and the trial of 
the remaining 12 was pending at the close of the year. 01 those discharged, 3 con¬ 
stables in'3 cases were allowed compensation. 9 police men were prosecuted by the 
department, of whom 5 were convicted. The total number of departmental punish¬ 
ments was 1,294 against 848 in 1096. The Commissioner finds a possible explan¬ 
ation for the increase in that, in 1097, fewer offences went unnoticed than in the pre¬ 
vious year, 

102. Investigation. —2,214 cognisable cases were taken up direct by the Police, 
during the year, 204 were pending at the beginning of the year and 519 cases were 
referred by the magistracy to the Police. Thus the total number of cognisable cases 
for disposal was 2,937 against 3,354 in 1006. S86 cases were referred as false, 202 

transferred to the undetected list, 1,64.5 were charged and ,8 were left uninvestigated 
under Section 139, Criminal Procedure Code, leaving a balance of 196 eases at the 
close of the year. Of the 519 cases referred by the magistracy, 418 were returned 
as false. The number of non-cognisable cases dealt with was 124 against 91 in the 
previous year. The percentage of detection rose from 59 to 64 and the percen¬ 
tage of convictions from 47 to 52. The average pendency of cases, charged 
by the Police before the magistracy was 50 days, against 45 in 1096. The 
average pendency of referred charge-sheets and of undetected reports was 45 and 
86 days against 44 and 68 days respectively in 1096. The increasing delay on the 
part of the magistracy in disposing of cases being not satisfactory, Government 
have asked the District Magistrates to see that these delays are avoided by exercising 
more effective supervision over the work of the subordinate magistracy.

The total number of cases handled by the Prosecuting Inspectors was 933 
or 44 less than in 1096. Of these, 564 were original cases and the remaining 374 were 
appeals, against 613 and 369 respectively in 1096. 281 of the former and 231 of 

the latter ended in conviction. 142 original cases and 80 appeals were pending at the 
close of the year. 

There were 9 cases of escape of prisoners during the year, 3 from sub-jails, 
4 from lock-ups and 2 from other Police custody. 7 prisoners were re-captured, 5 
were convicted and the cases against 2 were pending trial when the year closed. 

105. Rewards* —Rewards to the extent of Rs. 800 were given to the members 
of the Police force for good work, against Rs. 1,185 in 1096. British Police officers 
and certain private individuals too were given rewards to the extent of lls. 56. 
The decrease in the amount of rewards is reported to be due to the fact that in 1096 
a sum of Rs. 615 was paid in a single case, while, in the year under report, no such 
large rewards were earned. 

106. Inspection.— The Commissioner was on circuit for 119 days and inspected 
18 stations and 5 out-posts. All the statious and out-posts were inspected by the res¬ 
pective District Superintendents of Police during the year. The District Superin¬ 
tendents were on circuit for 164 days on an average. 

Tlic number of motor vehicles registered during the year was 53 and the 
number of drivers’licenses issued 812. The Motor Bus Inspector was in camp for 
2 J 9 days. He inspected 321 buses on the road and 49 in garages. No serious accidents 

107. Finger print. —The number of finger impression slips received Jor search 
was 1,269 against 750 in 1096. Of these, 183 were traced here and 3 through other 
bureaus or 14 per cent, of the total number received, against 22 per cent, in the pre¬ 
vious year. The clerk of the bureau who was deputed to Madras for training, re¬ 
turned and rejoined duty. 

108. Hackney carriage. —The number of hackney carriages registered was 600 in 
Trivandrum and 114 in Quilon, against 646 and 123 respectively in 1096. The num¬ 
ber of persons licensed to drive was 4o3 in Trivandrum and 110 in Quilon, against 
634 and 130 respectively in 1096. The number of hackney carriages registered in 
Alleppey was 125 and the number of licenses issued to drivers was 107, against 135 
and 149 respectively in 1096. The number of prosecutions rose from 2,211 in 1096 
to 2,275 in 1097. 

109. Education. —During the year under report, 57 recruits were trained in the 
school attached to the Head Quarters Office, against 138 in 1096. Of these, 35 
recruits (or 61 per cent.) passed out, against 67 percent, in 1096. The Constable’s 
Catechism -which was re-written on an improved model by an officer deputed for the 
purpose, is in the press. 

110. Armed Reserve. —39 detachments from the armed reserve were sent out to 
reinforce the District Police on special occasions. The most important of these oc¬ 
casions were (1) the Moplah rebellion in Malabar when 4 head constables and 54 con¬ 
stables were employed to guard the northern frontier of the Shite in conjunction 
with 2 Companies of the 1st Battalion, Nayar Brigade, and (2) the election to the 
Legislative Council held in the Tiruvalla taluk which resulted in disorder. • The 
■conduct of the force was on the whole good and discipline was well maintained.

111. Criminal Intelligence Department .—There ivas no change in the personnel 
o£ the department during the year. As usual, the services of the officers employed in 
it were utilised in cases of a difficult nature and for making enquiries on a variety of 
confidential subjects. The number of criminal cases handled by the Inspector and 
his subordinates was 11, against 9 in 1096. 

The Commissioner finds that, owing to the comparatively limited area of Tra- 
vancore, the officers and men employed are easily recognisable and then- usefulness 
is consequently impaired. He has promised to submit proposals for reducing the 


MILITARY. 

112. At the end of 1096, the strength of the Nayar Brigade was 1,481. During 
the year under report, 50 men were enlisted, 8 died, 29 were invalided and 21 dis¬ 
charged, so that the strength of the Brigade stood at 1,473 at the close of the year. 
The special detachment of the 2nd Battalion stationed at Yaikam during the previous 
year in connection with the disturbances at Talayolaparambu was withdrawn with 
effect from the 14th April 1922. Special detachments were maintained temporarily 
at Alwaye and Alleppey as a precautionary measure in connection with the Moplah 
rebellion in Malabar and some special guards were also furnished during the 
students’ strike in Trivandrum. A revised scheme of pay for the Nayar Brigade 
was sanctioned with effect from the 1st Edavam 1097. Demobilised men who 
were fit and up to the necessary standard, when available, were preferred for 
vacancies occurring in the battalions and 34 demobilised men of the Indian army were 
so enlisted. 

There was only one Court-martial during the year and the general conduct 
of the men is reported to have been satisfactory. 

The Brigade is armed with breechloading, bored-out Martini Henry Rifles. 


ARMS AND AMMUNITION. 

113. 107 licenses in all were issued for the import of guns, rifles, revolvers 
gunpowder, cartridges, detonators, dynamite etc. All the arms and ammunition 
were brought into the country either as pwsonal effects by individuals or as articles 
of trade by licensed vendors. 10 export licenses were issued for guns, rifles, re¬ 
volvers and ammunition and 105 licenses were granted for the manufacture or sale 
of arms, ammunition and military stores. Of these latter, 47 were for manufacture 
and sale and the rest for sale. The total number of licenses issued to possess arms 
or ammunition and to go armed in the State during the year was 3,542 and the 
amount of fees levied Rs. 3,676. Under Regulation V of 1079, 4 licenses were issued 
for the possession and use of explosives for mining or for blasting purposes. The 
revised rules relating to the issue of licenses for arms and ammunition were passed, 
to take effect from the 1st Chingam 1098.

120. The Temporary Additional Sessions Courts at Nagercoil and Jhottayam con¬ 
tinued to work throughout the year. Another Additional Sessions Court was estab¬ 
lished at Kottayam as a temporary measure, for a period of 9 months from the 23rd 
Edavam 1097/ The Temporary Additional Sessions Court at Parur continued to 
work there till the end of the first quarter and, in view of the heavy work at Alleppey, 
the Court was shifted to that place on the 1st Vrischikam 1097 where it worked till 
the end of the year. With a view to give relief to the Division First Class Magis¬ 
trate, Quilon, an Additional Division First Class Magistrate’s Court was established at 
Alleppey, with effect from the 11th Kumbham 1097. The Third Clas; 

Court at Alengad ceased to exist on the 1st Chingam 1097 and t 
chery on the 20th Tulam 1097. The number of Courts that exercised cr 
diction was, therefore, 79, i. «., the same as in 1096.

121. Offences classified .—The number of offences reported rose from 21,298 to 
22,976, of which 12,654 were offences under the Penal Code and 10,322 under spe¬ 
cial and local laws, against 13,000 and 8,298 respectively, in 1096. The largest de¬ 
cline in the number of cases under the Penal Code was in regard to the compoundable 
offences of hurt, criminal force and assault. Offences under theft, contempt of the 
lawful authority of public servants, mischief by fire, mischief by killing and maiming 
animals and otherwise, criminal trespass, offences relating to weights and measures 
and offences against public tranquillity, public justice, kidnapping and defamation also 
showed a decline. There wasulso a desirable fall in respect of grave offences such as 
culpable homicide and causing death by rash and negligent acts. Offences relating to 
murder, criminal intimidation, grievous hurt, cheating, robbery, wrongful restraint and 
wrongful confinement, and offences against public health and safety showed an in¬ 
crease. The increase in offences under special and local laws was under the Municipal, 
Police and Chitty Regulations and under the Civil Procedure Code. Prosecutions 
under the Hacknev Carriage, Abkari, Breach of contracts and Cattle Trespass Regu¬ 
lations showed, however, a decrease. The number of cases rejected in limine, rose 
from 633 to 770. The percentage of conviction in respect of persons rose from 36 to 
41. The number of female offenders charged was 3,224 and the number convicted 
959, against 3,215 and-146, respectively in 1096. - The largest number of convio 
tions was, as usual, trader the Municipal Regulation. 







122. Juvenile offenders. —The number o£ juveniles accused rose from 483 to 
717, while the number actually brought to trial and the number convicted were 43 and 
8 respectively, against 41 and IS in 1096, the curses against the other juveniles ac¬ 
cused being rejected in limine, withdrawn, compounded, dismissed for default, struck 
off as false? frivolous or vexatious or otherwise disposed of. As usual, theft was the 
principal crime of which juveniles were convicted. The number of juveniles 
transferred to the Reformatory ill 1097 was 6, against 7 in 1090. The report does 
not show the number of juveniles released on bail for good conduct under Section 
433 A of the Code of Criminal Procedure. The High Court has been requested 
to have this information embodied in their future reports. 

123. Public servants prosecuted.— The number of publi servants prosecuted and 
the number convicted fell from 163 and 8, to 106 and 4 respectively. The percentage 
of conviction was 4 against 5 in the previous year. Of these 106 prosecutions, four 
were initiated by heads of departments and one ended in conviction. Of the remaining 
102 prosecutions, 3 (3 per cent.) ended in conviction, against 8 (5 per cent.) in 1096. 

Magistrates’ Courts. 

124. Original work. —The file of the magistracy rose from 21,298 to 22,976— 
443 preliminary enquiries and 22,533 trials. Inclusive of arrears and cases Iransferred, 
the total number for disposal was 24,763, of which 23,602 were disposed of during 
the year. The arrears fell from 1,305 to 1,161, as also the number pending for more 
than one and three months from 565 and 278, to 463 and 22S respectively. The 
average number of cases disposed of by a Masnstrate was 356 against 333 in 1096. 
The average pendency fell from 53 to 45 days in the case of preliminary enquiries, 
while that iu trials rose from 31 to 36 days. The number of witnesses examined by 
the magistracy was 40,313 against 40,204 in 1096. The number of witnesses de¬ 
tained beyond the first day rose again from 3,446 to 5,622, though there was a slight 
till from 1,196 to 920 in the number of those detained beyond three days. Each Magis¬ 
trate examined on an average 610 witnesses, against 600 in the previous year. The 
number of persons involved in the cases disposed of by the magistracy in preliminary 
enquiries as well as in trials rose from 2,548 and 43,413 to 3,051 and 43, 742 respectively. 
The number of persons committted to the Sessions rose from 403 to 413. The number 
of persons convicted in magisterial trials also rose from 10,509 to 12,161, the percent¬ 
age being 28 against 24 in 1096. 85 per cent, of the persons convicted were sen¬ 
tenced to fine only, against 86 per cent, in the previous year. Solitary confinement was 
awarded to 3 persons, against 2 in 1096. 

125. Appellate work. —During the year under report the number of Magistrates 
that exercised appellate jurisdiction was 12, against 11 in 1096. The number of appeals 
preferred rose from 1,312 to 1,625. The total number for disposal was 1,978, of 
which 1,515 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 463 at the close of the year. Of these, 
.343 related to the Quilon Division where the pendency was the heaviest. The average 
.duration of an appeal fell from 55 to 44 days, the Quilon Division First Class 
Magistrate showing the longest duration of 73 days. Of the appeals pending, as 
many as 153 were of more than three months’ duration and 150 of them relate 
to the Quilon Division. In the preceding two years also, the Quilon Division

which engaged most of the Sessions Judges for a good portion of the year. The 
average duration of contested cases disposed of rose from 20 months to 21 months 
and 7 days and that of uncontested, from 8 months and 16 days to 8 months ami 

/ The total number of original suits instituted during the year fell from 

67,170 to 65,383. Though this is the lowest figure for the last 6 years, the High 
Court does not think that this definitely establishes the tendency of litigation to 
decline. On the contrary, it points out that the rising percentage of suits for money 
or moveable property indicates that the people are slowly recovering from the after¬ 
effects of the war. In regard to the general fall in litigation, the High Court remarks 
that the decline is noticeable in all districts except Trivandrum aud Kottayam and 
that the fall has occurred chiefly in suits for redemption of mortgages, suits on con¬ 
tracts in writing and suits for declaration of title, while suits falling under most of

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)n in the District ‘'Courts rose from 89 to 100 davs in the case of ordinary suits, 
but fell from 89 to 81 days in the case of small causes', while iu the Munsiffs’ ‘Courts 
the duration in the case of ordinary suits and small causes remained unchanged, viz., 
35 days-and 25 days respectively. In the Village Panchayat Courts, such duration 
was but 13 days against 16 in the year previous. The amount realised in execution 
in the District Courts rose from Rs. 5,32,728 to Rs. 7,71,080 and that in the 
Munsiffs’ Courts from Rs. 20,41,826 to Rs. 24,65,196. The amount realised iu the 
Village Panchayat Courts was Rs. 6,40 L against Rs. 10,083 in the previous year. 
The number of judgment debtors imprisoned rose from 419 to 490, while that of 
arrested but released without being imprisoned rose from 16,716 to 18,258. The 
number of cases in which movable or immovable property was sold rose from 3,48 L 
to 3,501, and that in which possession was given rose from 1,858 to 2,045. The 
number of cases in which attached immoveable property was dealt with undar 
Section 302 of the Civil Procedure Code rose from 446 to 525. 

143. Miscellaneous petitions ,—The number of miscellaneous petitions disposed of 
m connection with applications for the execution of decrees, was 4,758 in the District 
Courts and 1,19,935 in the Munsiffs’ Courts, the corresponding figures for 10.)(i 
being 4,782 and 1,08,041 respectively. 201 petitions in the District Courts arid 
1,158 petitions in the Munsiffs’ Courts were pending at the close of the year. 77 
decrees from British Indian Courts and 63 decrees from Cochin Courts were received 
for execution, against 59 and 82 respectively in the preceding year ; while local, 
decrees transferred for execution to the British Indian and Cockin' Courts numbered 
84 and 20 respectively, against 74 and 39 in the preceding year. The numl>er of 
miscellaneous petitions disposed of, other thin those connected with the execution of 
decrees, was 28,054 in the District Courts and 2,74,200 in the M-msiffs’ Courts the 
number pending at the close of the year being 175 and 1,665, respectively. Under

1-14. District Courts.— Xlie institutions of the year numbered 3,469 regular ap¬ 
peals. 902 cross objections. 381 miscellaneous appeals or a total of 4,052. Inclusive 
of arrears, tlio number or disposal was 6,717 regular appeals, 439 cross objections and 
a six miscellaneous appeals, ol: winch 2,579, 171 and 353 respectively were disposed 
of. Hie disposals formed only 40 per cent, of the total number for disposal against 
46 per cent, m the vein- preceding, llic average duration of regular appeals rose 
from 11 mouths and 7 days to 11 months and 25 days and that of cross objections 
from 9 months and S days to 9 months and 16 days, while that of miscellaneous ap¬ 
peals fell from 7 months and 28 days to 6 months and 10 days. The duration of 
regular appeals was highest in the Trivandrum District Court as in the previous 
year, being 15 months and 21 days. As a result of the increase in the number of 
appeals, the arrears at the close of the year were 4,651 as against 3,600 in the pre¬ 
vious year. The heaviest arrears were at Quilon, Alleppey and Trivandrum'. The 
number of appeals between one and two years’ duration rose from 660 to S77, and 
that over two years from 258 to 465. Quilon had, as in the previous year, the 
largest arrears of such old appeals, viz., 272 and 200 respectively. Of the appeals 
pending for more than 2 years, 111 were of over 3 years’ duration, Trivandrum 
having, as in the previous 3 r ear, the largest number, viz., 52. The High Court re¬ 
marks that 4 of the regular appeals pending in the Kottayam District Court were 
. of more than 5 years’ duration. 

145. High Court. —The institutions of the year numbered 525 first appeals and 

521 second appeals, against 433 and 552 respectively in 1096. There was thus an 
increase of 93 in the number of first appeals, and a decrease of 31 in the number of 
second appeals. The total number for disposal, inclusive of arrears, was 1,969 of 
which 894 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 1,075. The disposals showed a 
decrease of 326 and formed only 45 per cent, of the number for disposal, against 57 
in 1096 The average duration of first appeals rose from L2 months and 9 days to 
12 months and 26 days, but that of second appeals fell from 11 months and 25 days 
to 10 mouths and 26 days. 27 of the first appeals disposed of were decided by Full 
Bench, against 48 in 1096. 275 of the second appeals decided were appeals on facts 

imder Section 553 (c) oE the Code of Civil Procedure, against 315 ill the year pre¬ 
ceding. Of the first and second appeals disposed of, 18 and 40 respectively, or 
58 in all had to be remanded to tlio lower courts under Sections 537 and 540 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure. 71 cross objections; 131 appeals from orders and 28 re¬ 
view applications were disposed of. 1,678 civil miscellaneous petitions were dis¬ 
posed of including revision petitions. No references were received under Section 
563 of the Civil Procedure Code. 

146. Quality of work. —The percentage of appeals from the’decrees of Munsiffs 
and District Judges and Second Judges appealed against showed a perceptible in¬ 
crease, being 26 and 54, against 21 and 43 respectively in 1096, while that of appel¬ 
late decrees appealed against fell slightly from 23 to less than 22. The percentages 
of confirmation, modification and reversal of the decrees of the Munsiffs were 54, 14 
and 32, against 55, 16 and 29 respectively, in the year previous. 44 of the Mun¬ 
siffs’ decrees were restored by the High Court on second appeal, against 93 in 1096. 
In the case of the first appeals in the District Courts, the percentages of confirmation, 
modification and reversal were 47, 27 and 26 respectively, against 51, 21 and 28 in 
1096. The percentages in regard to second appeals were 64, It and 25 respectively, 
against 62, 12 and 26 in the previous year. 

147. Government suits and appeals.— There were 147 suits in the District Courts 
to which Government was a party, against 135 in 1090. Inclusive of arrears, the 
number for disposal was 447, of which 94 were disposed of—75 on the merits, 49 
for and 26 against Government. The corresponding figure for 1096 was 132— 
117 on the merits, 43 for and 74 against Government. There were 112 appeals-

The total capital of these chitties amounts to 
nearly Rs. 75 lakhs and the total amount that will have to be paid to the subscribers 
till the termination of the Chitties comes to about Rs. 17-5 crores. The Director 
should have given similar particulars in regard to Chitties registered during the year 
under report. He is requested to do so in his future reports- His proposal to 
appoint a full-time Inspector of Chitties is under the consideration of Government. 

156. Receipts and Expenditure —The receipts of the department fell from 
Rs. 6,89,149 to Rs. 6,52,810, while the expenditure rose from Rs. 2,49,427 to 
Rs. 2,50,954. The percentage of expenditure to receipts was 38 against 36 in 1096.

PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION. 


SEASON ANI) RAINFALL. 

158. Season .—The season was, on the whole, favourable to agriculture. Tile 
wages of labour and prices of food grains remained more or loss the same as in 1006. 

159. ’^Rainfall —The average rainfall gauged at 75 stations was 92'il inches or 
3-15 incheslimore than the fall hi 109G. The highest fall was at the l’eerniade Resi¬ 
dency and the lowest at Kuzhitturn. 


AGRICULTURE AND FISHERIES. 

160. Staff .—The post of the Assistant Director of Agriculture sanctioned in 
1096 remained vacant for want of a qualified hand. The Agricultural Chemist, and 
the Mycologist, left for Europe for higher training, their places being temporarily 
filled up. The Director was in camp for 216 days against 241 days in 1096. 

161. The work of the Assistants. —(a) Agricultural Chemistry .—The Ag. Agri¬ 
cultural Chemist carried on the work of analysing soils and manures both for the 
public and for the department. The soil survey of the Vaikam taluk which was 
commenced in 1095 was continued and 15 samples were analysed. As the report 
of the soil survey of Nanjanad and ICuttanad, which was ready for publication was 
found to be defective on verification of maps, and that 18 samples from Nanja- 
nad and 6 from Kuttanad had to be selected and analysed anew. With a view to 
improve large areas of Kari lands consisting of partially decayed organic matter 
and lying fallow about the backwaters, a preliminary chemical investigation was 
started. It was found that the work called for training in soil bacteriology. Sanction 
was accordingly given to the deputation of the Ag. Agricultural Chemist for a course 
of six months’ study at Pusa. Investigation of the alkaline soils in South Travan- 
core was also commenced.

162. Crop Experiments and Farms, A. Paddy (i) Paddy Farm at Nagercoil. —Ex¬ 
perimental work on paddy was conducted chiefly in the farm at Nagercoil. The arable 
area of this farm is 27 acres and 7 cents of which 23 acres and 60 cents only were cultivat¬ 
ed, 9 acres and 35 cents with 2 crops and 14 acres and 25 cents with one crop. As the 
result of the improvement effected in the soil by cultivation and manuring, the yield per 
acre increased to 2,319 lbs., and the total net profits to Es. 3,630-17-0 from 2,0(51 lbs. 
and Rs. 1,340-19-6 respectively in 1096. The mauurial experiments which were conti¬ 
nued during the year proved that, of all the oil-cakes tried, ground-nut and castor 
cakes were the best manures for paddy, that green leaf applied in conjunction with 
nitrolim and ammonium sulphate yielded better produce and that nitrolim proved 
more beneficial than farm yard manure. The experiments to reduce the quantity of 
irrigation for paddy and to shorten the period of irrigation by introducing early 
maturing varieties, which were begun last year, were continued in this farm and also 
in the newly started Demonstration Farm at Eraniel. The experiment to test the 
effect of transplanting paddy seedlings at different distances was also continued and it 
was seen that the best yield was from the plot in which the seedlings were planted 
9" apart. Selection of seeds was carried out in the paddy farm.

ploughed regularly once in two months and showed appreciable results. The yield 
obtained rose from 3,446 nuts in 1096 to 4,378 nuts during the year. Observations 
were recorded as regards 50 bearing palms to study the interval between successive 
inflorescences and the duration of the several stages in the development and shedding 
of nuts. In the Experimental Farm at Alleppey the study of varieties was continued. 
Manurial experiments were conducted in private gardens at Pallikal and other places. 
In the Demonstration Farm at Shertalla the yield from the trees rose from 11,871 
to 14,670 due to proper manuring. 


The department has been taking practical measures to dimmish the ravages of 
pests and diseases connected with cocoanuts now prevailing. Besides the usual 
demonstrations, one of a special nature was conducted by a demonstrator engaged for 
the purpose temporarily at Pallikal in the Mavelikara taluk to combat the root disease. 
The method consisted of the sterilisation of the soil as far as possible by burning, 
liming and application of fungicides. This treatment was tried in the case of 100 
trees and they are said to be putting on a healthy appearance; but it will take some 
years before the treatment can be pronounced to be irreproachable. Another experi¬ 
ment made in the same locality with the same obj* ct also deserves mention. The 
crowns of the trees were sprayed with Bordeaux mixture, sulphur-lime wash, 
ammoniacal copper solution, potassium sulphide, potassium permanganate, izol and 




of copper sulphate and sulphur, and the leavi 
Adalodam (Adatoda vasica, nees)—a plant e? 
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taken on registered lauds. At Putupalli, the best yield was obtained from the plot 
manured with prawn-skin, oil-cake and ashes, the net profit per acre being Rs. 49 
more than the profit from the plot on which artificial fertilisers were used. The 
experiment also confirmed the results of the experiments of previous years and 
established that the red Mauritius variety is superior to the local variety, the yield 
from the former being 4,970 lbs. of jaggery against 4,470 lbs. from the latter or an 
increase of Rs. 52 per acre in money value. In order to find out suitable crops other 
than paddy, for lands at the tail ends of the irrigation channels, sugar-cane was 
experimentally cultivated on the Paddy Farm at Nagercoil and oh the Demonstration 
Farm at Eraniel. Sugar-cane was also cultivated in the Demonstration Farm at 
PuUyara in the Shencottah taluk. The extension of the area under sugar-cane culti¬ 
vation including the red Matritius variety in Central and North Travancore and the 
growing demand for sugar-cane manures in those places which necessitated the 
opening of a special manure depot at Parampuzha near Kottayam, are directly 


D. Ta,pioca.~To find out a proper rotation of crops for the poor laterite 
soils on hill elopes at Kottarakara, Kunnattur and other places in the submontane 
region, experiments were conducted in the Kottarakara Farm and it was found that 
the proper rotation for such lands would be (1) tapioca, (2) horse gram and (3) 
bananas. Manurial and cultural experiments were conducted in the Cattle Farm at 
Trivandrum. Experiments were also tried in the Shencottah Farm, and tapioca cut¬ 
tings available in the farm were distributed among the ryots of Shencottah. Manurial 
demonstrations were conducted at Changanachery, Kottayam and Muvattupuzha and 
it was found that the average yield from the plots under demonstration was more 
than double the yield from the plots manured in the usual way.

F. Other Crops .—A growing interest is evinced in the cultivation of 
cotton. In order to ascertain whether cotton would be a success, experiments were 
made on a small scale in the Cattle Farm at Trivandrum and the Demonstration Farms 
at Alvpaye, Shencottah and Eraniel. The results so far obtained have shown that 
climatic conditions in the State are not suitable for cotton except in Shencottah and in 
South Travancore. The opening of a green manure seed farm in South Travancore 
is being delayed for want of a proper site. The experinient of raising a green manure 
crop, like the sunnhemp, in the interval between the paddy crops on wet lands was tried 
in the Paddy Farm at Nagercoil. It was found that the cultivation would be a success 
if irrigation could be provided. The cultivation of fodder crops like cholam and 
Guinea grass was successfully pursued in the Government Farms. The Robusta coffee 
seedlings raised in the Dursery at the Pepper Farm at Koni, were planted in the inter-space 
between the pepper vines there and the farm at Kottarakara. Some of the seedlings 
were also sold to the public. Anjili, jack, cashewnut, tamarind and rain tree seedlings 
were newly planted in the Farm at Kottarakara to demonstrate the advantages of 
cultivating trees of economic value in poor laterite lands which would, besides yield¬ 
ing a good income, improve the soil by supplying the soil with organic matter. The

•site for the proposed Fruit Farm in South Travancore has been banded over to the 
department. The cultivation of fruit trees on a small scale is being carried on in the 
Trivandrum Cattle Farm, Kottarakara Experimental Farm, in the Quilon Farm 
and in the Pepper Farm at Koni. Government have sanctioned the opening of a 
Ginger Farm at Ettumanur with a view to find out suitable manures for the crop, to 
increase the outturn by seed selection and to obviate the need for fallowing the area 
under ginger by selecting proper crops for rotation. 

163. Seeds, manure and implements —The supply of selected seeds to the public 
continued to receive attention. 14,273 lbs. of selected paddy seeds were sold from 
the Paddj T Farm at Nagercoil. 2,415 lbs. of seeds raised by the presidents of 9 Seed 
Unions established in Nanjanad, and 10,800 lbs. of seed raised by the president of the 
Seed Uuion at Paliikal in the Mavelikara taluk were also sold. Seed selection and 
•supply were carried out on an extensive scale as regards cocoanuts also. 1,107 selected 
cocoanut seedlings were sold from the Cocoauut Farm at Alleppey. The private 
Farm at Paliikal which stocks cocoanut seeds and seedlings, under the supervision of 
the department, sold 9,278 cocoanut seeds and 5,340 seedlings against 6,542 seeds and 
7,664 seedlings in 1096. The department supplied, besides, seeds of ground-nut and 
cambodia cotton and tapioca mid red Mauritius sugar-cane cuttings, fruit tree 
seedlings mid guinea grass. 

The Forsdon tractor of the department was used mostly for ploughing paddy 
lands in South Travancore. The trials with the tractor are said to have attracted con¬ 
siderable attention. The average cost of fuel per acre for ploughing and harrowing 
with the tractor was Its 7-.)-9, the average cost of ploughing with bullocks being 
Rs. 12 per acre. As there was demand for Meston and Climax ploughs also 25 Meston 
ploughs and 12 Climax ploughs were purchased and distributed among the officers for 
trial, demonstration and sale. An iron plough of local manufacture, known as the 
Paliikal plough, was demonstrated and arrangements were made in the workshop 
attached to the Agricultural School at Alwaye for cheap and improved ploughs and 
for other agricultural implements being made for sale. 

Advantages of scientific manuring were demonstrated. Manures to the value of * 
Rs. 16,465 were sold in 10 departmental depots with 20 branch depots. In addition^ 
there were private merchants and firms engaged in the trade of manures. The total 
value or manures issued by these agencies is estimated at Rs. 56,000. Landholders 
took advantage of tbe provision in the Agricultural Loans Rules for advance for the 
purchase of manures on personal security. 

164. Live Stock—Cattle Farms.—To improve the local__in£erior breeds of cattle I 
by crossing indigenous cows with imported bulls of superior breed and to introduce 
new breeds suited to local conditions are the objects aimed at by the cattle breeding ' 
operations of the department, and with this view the farms at Trivandrum and at 
Easanthimangalam were maintained. At the close of the year, the strength of the 
herd at lLasanthimangalam was 72. 3 cows and 3 bulls of the Montgomery breed 
were purchased from Pusa for the Cattle Farm at Trivandrum. One Montgomery 
bull was given to the Madras Agricultural Department in exchange for an Ayrhire 
X Schidhi bull. At the end of the year, this farm had also 72 head of cattle of 
varieties. The breeding bulls and breeding buffaloes in this farm served 26.8 cows 
and 28 buffaloes respectively. Tbe award of grants for the maintenance of private 
breeding bulls was continued and 17 bulls which served some 1,000 cows were given 
subsidies of Rs. 75 each per annum. The question of measuring the effect of the 
arrangements made for good service for local cows and sbe-buffaloes by the main¬ 
tenance of pedigree records is being considered. To find out a cheap cattle food, 
an experiment on feeding cattle with prickly pear was started in the Farm at Easan¬ 
thimangalam. The weed, after the thorns were burnt over a smokeless fire, when 
mixed with cotton seed, is reported to have yielded a good feed. Further experi¬ 
ments in this direction are being carried on. The small flock of Coimbatore sheep 
in the Silk Fairm at Trivandrum did not meet with many casualties. 21 lbs. and

develop this industry further, the Silk Farm Overseer was trained at Vellore and

Chief Boiler Inspector belongs to the current year. The newly appointed experts 
have been engaged in visiting places and institutions connected with their respective 
spheres of work, and collecting information about the present condition of the industries 
which they represent and materials for their future programmes. The Tanning and 
the Textile Experts have in addition been offering advice to and doing propaganda 
work in regard to tanning and leather industry and in regard to weaving and dyeing 

172. Laboratory and Research work .—The work of the Chemical Assistant to 
the Director of Industries consisted chiefly in 

(1) experiments in candying ginger; 

(2) study of the yield of juice from Travancore sugar-canes by the prevailing 
methods of extraction and study of the prevailing methods of jaggery making; 

(3) analysis of soaps made by the Ayurvedic Department;

At the time of 
transfer there were also 7 unaided institutions. 30 new schools not brought under 
grant-in-aid were started. The grants to 6 schools were stopped by the Industries 
Department on account of inefficient management and 4 schools were newly given 
grants.

Coladtel .—The proposal to erect a pier was ordered to lie over in view of' 
the heavy cost involved. An experimental light has been exhibited from the base of 
the flag staff as a guide to vessels and fishermen. The flag staff dismantled in 1096 

Srimulapuram or Leepwam .—The sea customs house at the Port-was 
abolished with effect from the 19th Kanni 1097 as vessels have not been calling for 
some years. It is proposed to dismantle the flag staff and erect in its place a penna- 


;ructed by the P. W. D. as an experimental cargo boat for landing and shipping bulky 
cargo at the pier at Trivandrum, proved unmanageable. Its construction, however, 
induced the Madura Company to build six boats of the type, but of smaller dimensions 
and lighter construction. 

218. Boat Livies and Pier Rules —Revised schedules of boat hire for the ports of 
the State were sanctioned by Government with effect from the 20th January 1922 and 
the revised pier Rules were introduced from the 11th July 1922. 

219. Casualties to shipping .—In April 1922, an advance of the monsoon of which, 
no warning was received wrecked the Portugese Cotia “Jodiya" off Covalam near 
Trivandrum and 5 cargo boats near Alleppey. 

220. Monsoon port .—The Alleppey Port was closed for the south-west monsoon 

on the 23rd May 1922 and the monsoon port was fixed at Porakad, 8 miles south of 
Alleppey in the middle of July. A temporary flag staff and a signal shed were 
erected at the spot for the guidance of steamers aud red light exhibited from the flag- ' 
staff from the 17th July 1922. 6 steamers called at the monsoon port. This port was 

closed on the 20th August 1922 when shipping again was resumed at Alleppey. 

221. Weather .—The weather during the year was somewhat peculiar and more or 
less unsettled from the middle of April until 23rd May. The effect of the unusually 
bad weather created a distrust of the ports in the month of May. Storm warning

Among the important roads tile construction o£ which was in progress during . 
the year, may be mentioned the opening of a road from Thalayolapnrambu to Kntha- 
ttukulam, improvements to the Shertalla town roads, the construction of a road 
from Poovanakadavu to Cherukolepuzha and the construction of approaches on both 
sides of the Neendakara bar. 

Under bridges, the reconstruction of the 14th mile bridge, M. C, road, was 
completed, the year’s outlay being Rs. 3,715. In connection with the strengthen¬ 
ing of the bridges on the Northern Outlet Road, a few bridges were completed by 
the K. D. H. P. Company on contract and the remaining ones were taken up 
departmental!}’ with an outlay of Rs. 4,317. The collapsed bridge at Thoudara 78th 
mile, M. C. Road, was reconstructed and a temporary deck was fitted up and traffic 
allowed over the bridge. An outlay of Rs. 22,477 was incurred on the work 
during the year. An expenditure of Rs. 10,686 was incurred on constructing 
bridges oil the Vazhicherry and Vattakotta roads across the Wadai Canal, AUeppey.

246. Births and Heaths .—The total number of births registered was 70,4-17 and 
the total number of deaths 45,945, against 73,770 and 48,500 respectively in the 
preceding year.

The 
corresponding figures in 1096 were 17,177, 6,133, 479, 1,967, 764 and 21,893. 

247. Vaccination-— As in previous years, vaccination was compulsory in all the 
-municipal towns except Trivandrum, it being optional elsewhere. The total number 
of vaccinations performed during the year was 2,33,727, against 2,30,562 in 1096, 
comprising 2,02,965 cases of primary operations and 30,762 cases of re-vaccination. 
The percentage of success in primary vaccination has gone up to 98T8 from 95-31 in 
1096. The number verified by Sanitary Officers rose from 52,749 in the previous 
year to 53,776 in the year under report. The whole quantity of lymph required 
for the State was manufactured in the lucal Vaccine Depot. Samples of the lymph 
prepared were subjected to periodical examination at the King Institute, Guindy, 
and the results noted were highly satisfactory. The cost of the lymph was raised 
from Chs. •& to Chs 2J per grain. 

248. Conservancy .—The total number of conservancy stations including the 
newly constituted station at Todupuzha was 27. The amouut realised from the 
sale of rubbish during the year was Rs. 292-26-8, against lis.

MUNICIPAL COUNCILS. 


251. Constitution .—The number of municipal towns remained the same as in 
/the previous year, viz., 19. The new constitution sanctioned iu 1090 under Regula¬ 
tion V of 1095, was brought into force in all the councils during the year under report. 

I Under this constitution all the councils had a substantial majority of non-official 
j members, their number on the whole being 241 out of a total of 295 members. 

252. Directing Officers .—17 councils were allowed the privilege of non-official 
presidents, while the councils of Trivandrum, and Colachel were presided over by 
officials as in the previous year. Of the 17 non-official presidents, 15 were elected 
by the members of the respective councils, wliilc the remaining two, viz., those of the 
councils of Mavelikara and Alwayc, were nominated by Government. 

253. Area and population .—The total area comprised within the jurisdiction of 
municipal councils was 109 sq. miles as in the previous year. The population of this 
area was 3,24,892 as per the census of 19*21, of whom 1,67,173 were males and 
1,51,719 females. The urban population of the State works out at 8*1 per cent, of 
the total population. 


254. Meetings .—The average number of meetings held by the councils was 32 
against 31 in 1096. The largest number of meetings, viz., 46 was held by the councils of 
Nagercoil, Trivandrum andQuilon, against 53 in 1096 by the Trivandrum Municipal 
Council. Changanachery with 42 meetings came next, followed by Parur with 41, 
Shencotta with 38, Kuzhittum and Kaycnkulam with 35 each, Haripad aud Maveli- 
kara with 34 each, Alwaye with 31, Padmanabhapuram with 29, Alleppev with 28, 
Kottayam with 26, Neyyattinkara and Colachel with 24 each, Tiruvalla with 23 and 
Axtingal with 21, the smallest number of meetings, viz., 16, being held by the Vnikam 
Municipal Council. 

255. Public health. —Small-pox prevailed in a sporadic, form in five municipal 
towns. The spread of this disease, however, was held in check by the adoption of 
prompt preventive and remedial measures by the councils concerned. There was a 
total of 158 attacks and 15 deaths, against 150 attacks and 35 deaths in 1096. 
Cholera broke out in 2 municipal towns, the total number of attacks and deaths bein<>- 
7 and 1, against 6 and 1 respectively in 1096. 

256. Vacdnation. —30,847 vaccinations were performed in allthe municipal towns 
together, against 32,092 in 1096. Of these, 23,651 were primary vaccinations and 

257. Lighting —All the municipal councils except that of Trivandrum attended 
to the lighting of the streets in their respective towns at their own cost. 








258. Prosecutions.- —The total number o£ prosecutions started by all the councils 
together was 3,003 against 1,956 in 1096, of which 1,623 or 54 per cent, ended in 
conviction against 813 or 4i*6 per cent, in 1096. 

259. Finance. —Appendix xxviii gives particulars of the receipts and the ex¬ 
penditure of the several municipalities during the year under report. The opening 
balance of the year to the credit of all the councils together amounted to Rs. 1,22,783 
against 1,30,356 in 1096. The collections of the councils rose from Rs. 1,62,960 in 
1096 to Rs. 2,29,588 in 1097. The Government municipal grants were reduced from 
Rs. 43,020 in 1096 to 29,250 in 1097. The aggregate receipts of the councils thus 
amounted to Rs. 2,58,838 agaiust Rs. 2,05,980 in the previous year. Inclusive of 
the opening balance, the amount available for expenditure was Rs. 3,81,621 against 
Rs. 3,36,336 in 1096, of which a sum of 2,45,326 was spent, against Rs. 2,13,553 in 
the previous year. The closing balance of 1097 to the credit of all the councils to¬ 
gether was Rs. 1,36,295. 

260. General. —The powers of the presidents of municipal councils, in regard to 
the appointment, etc., of their subordinates, were enhanced during the year under re¬ 
port. Government note with pleasure that most of the councils are availing themselve 
of the opportunities afforded to them by Regulation V of 1095, to increase 


MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

261. Government Institutions. —28 hospitals and 32 dispensaries, the same as in 
1096, were maintained, excluding the Contagious Diseases Hospital and the Hospitals 
for Mental Diseases, Lepers and Chronic Diseases. The strength of the Surgeons 
and Deputy Surgeons remained the same as in the previous year, viz., 3 and 19 
respectively. The number of Assistant Surgeons (Senior) increased from 33 to 39 
owiug to the promotion of three Sub-Assistant Surgeons (Senior) to the Assistant 
Surgeon (Senior) grade and to the provision for three Assistant Surgeons (Senior) 
in place of one Assistant Surgeon (Junior) deceased and two Apothecaries re¬ 
tired. The number of Assistant Surgeons (Junior) fell from 3 to 2 and of Apothe¬ 
caries from 4 to 2. The strength of the Sub-Assistant Surgeons (Senior) was 5, 
the same as in the previous year, and of the Sub-Assistant Surgeons (Junior) fell 
from 46 to 45. The decrease is due to the fact that the services of the Sub-Assist¬ 
ant Surgeon entertained temporarily in place of the Assistant Surgeon sanctioned 
for the Women and Children’s Hospital had to be dispensed with as soon as the 
Assistant Surgeon’s place was filled by a lady medical graduate. There was only 
one temporary Sub-Assistant Surgeon against 12 in 1096 due to the closing of 
plague camps. 

262. Treatment. —The number o£ in-patients treated in the Government in¬ 

stitutions was 19,947 against 18,348 and that o£ out-patients 960,291 against 
921,822 in 1096. 0£ the total number o£ patients treated, viz., 9,80,238, 4,21,081 
were men, 2,94,414 were women end 2,64,743 were children. The total number 
o£ beds for in-patients rose from 1,647 to 1,68.5 as the result o£ addition of 
beds in the Hospital for Lepers. 60-15 per cent. o£ the in-patients were cured, 
23-25 per cent, relieved, 8-74 per cent, discharged otherwise and 4'45 died, against 
62-88, 20-79, 8-1 and 5'08 respectively in 1096, The cost of dieting the in-patients 
excluding the inmates o£ the Hopitals for Lepers and Mental Diseases was Es. 2-7-0 
against Es. 2-11-15 and including the inmates o£ the above mentioned institutions 
Ks. 3-14-11 against Ks. 4-7-1 in the previous year. 41,786 surgical operations were 
performed against 41,767 in 1096. 6 Sub-Assistant Surgeons were engaged on 

special duty in connection with epidemics, fairs and festivals and they treated 5,129 
o'ut-patieuts against 2,012 treated by 8 medical officers in the previous year- 

263. Post-mortem Examination. —387 post-mortem examinations were conduct¬ 
ed against 350 in 1096 o£ which 351 were medico-legal and 36 pathological cases.

267. Ophthalmic Hospital .—The number of in-patients rose from 612 to 62S 
while that of the out-patients fell from 8,314 to 7,509. The.numbcr of operations 
performed was 444 against 473 in 1096. 


268. Hospital for Lepers .—There were 181 lepers at the beginning of the year. 
114 were newly admitted and 41 re-admitted, making a total of 336 against 332 
in 1096, of whom 280 were males and 56 females. Of these, 121 wore dis¬ 
charged, 16 died and 199, consisting of 163 males and 36 females, remained at the 
close of the year. The treatment of leprosy was conducted on up-to-date lines by 
the use of solutions of salts from Chaulmegra and cod liver oils. A clinical record 
illustrated with pictures was also maintained. The results so far achieved are re¬ 
ported to be fairly satisfactory in comparison with the old methods. 

269. Hospital for Mental Diseases -—There were 138 inmates at the beginning 
of the year. 24 were newly admitted and 3 re-admitted making a total of 165, of 
whom 120 were males and 45 females. Of these, 20 were discharged, 16 died and 
129 consisting of 90 males and 39 females remained when the year closed.

DEPARTMENT OF AYURVEDA. 


279- General .—The system of public examinations in Ayurveda conducted by 
the department was revised during the year. The public examinations iu the first 
•and second year high school course and in the fourth year college course in the 
Ayurveda College, Trivandrum, were ordered to be conducted only as class exami¬ 
nations. Private study was recognised only for the first three classes of the Ayur¬ 
vedic course. The successful candidates of the third year and the fifth year ex¬ 
aminations were declared to be eligible for the titles of ‘ Vaidya Sastri ’ aud ‘Vaidya 
Kalanidhi ’ respectively. Two years after passing the fiftli year examination, the 
•candidates will be further allowed to specialise in some branch of Ayurveda, make 
original research and submit dissertation of the required standard on the merits of 
which they will be awarded the title of ‘ Ayurveda Acharya 


280- The Ayurveda College .—There were 119 pupils including 15 girls on the 
rolls in 1097 asainst 105 in 1096. The arrangements made for practical training 
for the students of the fourth and fifth year classes in the Ayurveda Pharmacy and 
Ayurveda Hospital are reported to have been more satisfactory than in previous 
years. In 1097, the studeuts themselves were allowed to prepare medicines in the 
Pharmacy under the strict supervision of the teachers. A few practical lessons in 
the preparation of metallic drugs were given in the Ayurveda College itself. In the 
Ayurveda Hospital, the students further underwent a course of study in clinics and 
treatment. A part of the post-mortem room attached to the General Hospital was 
set apart for conducting the dissection class for the students of the Ayurveda 
College and the Lecturer in Anatomy took charge of the room towards the 'close of 
the year under report. The percentage of attendance in the College was 82-6 during 
the year against 79*5 in 1096. 206 candidates appeared for the annual examinations

281. The Ayurveda Hospital and Dispensary, the Pharmacy and the Botanical 
■Gardens. —The number of in-patients treated in the Ayurveda Hospital during the 
year was 121 against 115 in 1096 ; of these, 7J-J per cent, were cured, 14 per cent, 
relieved and T7 percent, died, and the rest were undergoing treatment when the year 
closed, as against 80-8, 12*6, '87 and the rest undergoing treatment respec tively at 
the close of 1096. The average daily cost of dieting an in-patient was Chs. 7- C. 7 
against Chs. 7-C. 4 in 1096. The total number of out-patients treated in the Ayur¬ 
veda Dispensary was 30,850 against 29,151 in 1096, of whom 11,883 were men, 
9,902 women and 9,065 were children. The average daily attendance was 253*6 

.acrainst 266*3 in 1096. The number of persons served by the Pharmacy was 16,094 
against 16,651 in 1096. Medicines to the value of Its. 23,894-24-4 were in stock in 
the Pharmacy and out of this, medicines costing Rs. 7,804-2-5 were supplied to the 
•departmental hospital and dispensary in Trivandrum, medicines costing Ra. 11,956- 
15-14 were sold to the pub he at 10 per cent, more than the cost price to cover 
supervision charges and medicines worth Rs. 4,134-b-l remained in stock at the 
•close of the year. The Botanical Garden at Muduvankunnu was not worked during 
the year as the site proved to be unsuitable for the garden. The selection of a 
.suitable site is engaging attention. 

282. Grant-in-aid Vaidyasalas and Pathasaias. —The number of Grant-in-aid 
Vaidyasalas at the close of the year remained the same as in the previous year, viz., 
•81, of which nine were exclusively devoted to the treatment of poison cases. 1,80,431 
patients, including 6,194 persons treated in the Visha-Vaidyasalas, were treated in 
.all the Vaidyasalas together, against 1,70,641 iu 1096. Of these, 93 - 3per cent, were 
•cured, *6 per cent, died and the rest were discharged or were under treatment at the 
•close of the year, against 92*6 per cent, cured, *7 per ceut. died and the rest discharg¬ 
ed or undergoing treatment in 1096. The two grant-in-aid Pathasaias at Chaugau- 
kulangara and Ettumanur are reported to have been working satisfactorily. Prom 
the Changankulangara Pathasala, 2 students of the third year, 3 of the second year 
and 24 of the first year classes appeared for the annual examinations and the number 
of passes was 2, 1 and 20 respectively.. The Ettumanur Pathasala sent^up 5 

the first year classes for the annual examinations and the number of passes was 4, 7 
and 13 respectively. Proposals for the enhancement and redistribution of grants-

283. hi&pection.— The Director was in camp for only 16 days during the year 
as against 34 days in 1096 and inspected 17 Vaidyasalas once and one Vaidyasala 
twice.

CHEMICAL EXAMINER’S DEPARTMENT. 

285. 102 cases were received and attended to. Of these, 42 were cases of al¬ 

leged human poisoning, and in 30 of them poison was detected—arsenic in 8, mer¬ 
cury in 2, powdered glass in 1, morphia in 7, strychnine in 2, Cerbera Odallam in 2 
and poisonous alkaloid in 8. There were four cases of suspected cattle poisoning and 
poison was detected in 2 cases. 46 cases of blood stains were investigated and stains 
of mammalian blood found in 35 cases. There were 2 cases of suspected seminal 
stain and semen was detected in both the cases. Besides the above, there were for- 
analysis 8 miscellaneous cases, 3 of water, 1 of salt, 1 of opium, 1 of lahiam, 1 of 
milk and 1 of a liquid substance.

(4) A party of students from His Highness the Maha Raja’s College for 
Men, Trivandrum, His Highness the Maha Raja’s College for Women, Trivandrum, 
and the Training College, Trivandrum, was sent to Madras in January 1922 to parti¬ 
cipate in the welcome to His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales at the Senate 


(5) Two former students of His Highness the Maha Raja’s College, Trivan¬ 
drum, Messrs. A. S. Panohapagesan aud N. Raghavan Pillai came out successful in 
.the Indian Civil Service Examinations during the year. Mr. R. Sivaramakrishna 
Iyer, another former student, passed the preliminary examination for the Indian 
Civil Service and is now undergoing the course in England. 

(6) As a result of the investigation made with regard to cases of over-lap¬ 
ping in the distribution of Vernacular* schools, superfluous classes in 19 Departmen¬ 
tal schools were removed and 13 Aided schools, which were found unnecessary, were 
ordered to be gradually merged in neighbouring schools. 

(7) In order to impart instruction in Hygiene m Vernacular schools, 10 

officers of the Medical Department," with a view to th^jr being posted to Vernacular 
Training Schools to teach the subject to teachers under training, who in their turn 
should teach it in the schools. 


(8) An investigation was made into the causes of the backwardness in edu¬ 
cation of the Shencottah taluk. 

(9) A curriculum for the teaching of Music in Girls’ Schools was introduced 
during the year. 

(10) As the result of the recommendations of the Salaries Committee ap¬ 
pointed for the purpose of examining the question of pay of officers drawing Rs. 150 
-and below, the reorganisation of the department was sanctioned. 

(11) The offices of the two Range Inspectors of Vernacular Schools, being 
found to be superfluous, were abolished. 


(12) The post of Vice-Principal of the Training College and Headmaster of 
the Model School was also abolished and an additional Senior Lecturer’s post was 
sanctioned in the College, one of the Senior Lecturers being placed in charge of the 
Model School. 

(13) The Director of Public Instruction and the Inspector of Vernacular : 
Schools were each allowed the services of a Personal Assistant with a view to 
relieve them of their routine duties and give them greater time to concentrate their at¬ 
tention on more important matters of administration.

287. The total number of: recognised institutions in the State rose from 3,112 
to 3,197 and their strength from 3,92,913 to 4,02,LSI, showing mi increase of 85 
schools and 9,268 scholars. There were 974 private unrecognised schools with a 
strength of 32,393 against 933 schools of that description with a strength of 
30,670 in 1096. The number of partially recognised schools fell from 111 
to 31 and their strength from 4,110 to 1,166. Including the unrecognised and 
partially recognised schools, the total number of educational institutions iii the State 
at the close of 1097 was 4,202 with a total strength of l,35,7-1-0, against 4,156 
schools with a strength of 4,27,723 iu 1096, showing an increase of 46 schools and 
8,017 scholars. There was on an average one school (recognised or unrecognised) 
for every 1*81 square miles of the area and for every 953 inhabitants of the popula¬ 
tion in 1097, against 1-83 square miles of the area and 964 inhabitants in 1096. Tak¬ 
ing the recognised institutions alone into account,' there was one school for every 
2*4 square miles and for every 1,253 inhabitants of the population in 1097, the cor¬ 
responding figures for 1096 being 2*4 and 1,287 respectively. Departmental schools 
fell in number from 1,120 to 1,112 and their strength also decreased from 2,04,654 
to 2,00,380 or by 4,274, the decrease in strength being mostly in the Vernacular 
Middle School classes as m iu»(j. me immner or private tuaea schools ana their 
strength rose from 1,719 and 1,63,489 to 1,892 and 1,82,633, respectively. Private 
unaided schools decreased in number and strength, the former from 273 to 193 tuid 
the latter from 24,770 to 19,168. The nou-departmental or private recognised in¬ 
stitutions (aided and unaided) thus showed an increase of 93 in number and of 
13,542'in strength. The percentages of pupils in departmental and private recog¬ 
nised institutions to the total attendance at such schools were 49*8 and 5(1-2 in 1097, 
against 52*1 and 47*9 in the previous year. Government note with pleasure the in¬ 
crease in the number and strength of non-departmental schools. 

288. Appendix xxx gives particulars of the number and type (departmental, 
aided or unaided) of the institutions of the several grades, as well as their strength. 
The following statement compares the distribution of scholars in recognised insti¬ 
tutions in the different stages of instruction during 1096 and 1097 k

While there is a decrease of 769 under Special School Education, there is an 
all-round increase of strength in all the other kinds of institutions. The decrease

Industries. The strength of Colleges increased by 2T5 per cent., of English Schools 
by 4 per cent., and of Vernacular Schools, by 2 3 per cent. 


tire number of school-going children into account in calculating tlie'pei-centage of actual 
school-going children to the population of the school-going age. According to this me¬ 
thod of calculation, the school-going population under instruction in recognised schools 
increased from 65*4 to 66*9 per cent. If the children attending unrecognised and parti¬ 
ally recognised schools be also included, the percentage will workout to 72\5, against 
71‘2 in 1096. In paragraph 2 o£G. 0. JDis. No. 474 of 22/Uevcnue-E. dated the 19th 
May 1922/lst June 1922, however, the Director was informed that the expression 
‘‘children of school-going age” representing 15 per cent, of the entire population should 
comprise children that ought to be attending the primary schools alone and that the 
number of children that actually attended primary schools, should alone be considered 


in arriving at the percentages of literacy and he was asked to adopt this as the basis 
of comparison in respect of primary education in future. Adopting this method of 
calculation, the percentage Cor the State, taking recognised schools alone into account, 
was 55*7, and taking uureccgnised and partially recognised schools algo into account, 


290. Appendix xxxi is a statement showing the distribution of pupils under 
instruction in the several taluks of the State in 1096 and 1097, adopting the old list of 
taluks, while Appendix xxxi A shows the distribution of pupils under instruction in 
classes I to IV of Vernacular Schools in the same taluks in 1096 and 1097. Taking 
the attendance in recognised schools alone into account, it is found that the percentage 
of total increase in 1097 was T55, that all the taluks except Neyyattinkara, Shencottah, 
Pattanamtitta, Kottayam, Minachil and Peerinade shared in this increase and that 
all the taluks except Nedumangad, Pathanapuram, Shencottah, Muvattupuzha, Todu- 
puzhn, Kunnatnad, Alengad, Peermade and Devicolara had more than 40 per cent, of 
their children of school-going age attending recognised schools. 

The Director has embodied in an appendix certain calculations relating to the 
progress of literacy in the State as gauged by the number of pupils attending classes 
I to IV of Vernacular Schools from 1084 m. e. onwards. These calculations show that 
the average duration of school-life (in years) during the last 13 years has increased 
from 2*87 to 3-35 in a course extending over four years and that 83-7 per cent, of the 
pupils complete their course and attain literacy. 

2H, The detailed statistics furnished by the Director as to the distribution of 
scholars according to communities show that the largest numerical increases were, in 
order, among Syrian Christians, Ezhavas, other Christians, Maliomedans, Asaris, 
Arayas, Vellalas, Mukkuvans, Cbayakkars, Sourashtras, Barbers, others unclassified, 
Masons, Shanars, Thandans, Vanians, Yogeeswarans and Chetties. These increases 
amounted to 11,805. The largest numerical decreases were in order among Nairs, 
Pulayas, Protestant Christians, Chaliyans, Ambalavasis, Marakkans, Maravans and 
Washermen. These decreases amounted to 3,041.

301. Sis Highness 'the Malta Raja's College , Trivandrum .—The strength of His 
Highness the Maha Raja’s College rose from 047 in 1096 to. 695 in 1097 or by 48, 
the increase being mainly due to the opening of Group II of the Intermediate course! 
There were 351 applicants for admission to the Junior Intermediate class and 276 to 
the Junior B. A. class, of whom 19 > and 212 respectively were granted admission. 
The numbers of students who actually joined the above classes were 167 and 164 
respectively. Of the former 165 held Travancore English .School Leaving Certificates- 
and one each Madras and Cochin certificates. The number of students admitted to 
the Honours Course was 17 against 9 in 1096. The number of women students iu 
the College was 31 as against 23 in 1096. Of these, 4 were in the 3rd year Honours 
Class, 3 in the 2nd year Honours Class, 4 in the 1st year Honours Class, 8 in the 
Senior B. A., 6 in the Junior B. A., 1 in the Senior Intermediate and 5 in the Junior 
Intermediate Classes. There was also 1 post-graduate woman student. There were 
19 Honours students in the English Branch and 22 in the History Branch, against 16 
and 17 respectively in 1096. In the Final Honours Examinations in English and 
History, all the students who appeared from the College passed, 3 in English°and 2 in 






History being placed in the II Class. 65 students out of 99 passed the B. A. Degree 
Examination completely, against 47 out of 141 in 1096. 3 students passed in'the 

First Class in Mathematics. In the Intermediate Examination there were 9 First 
Classes in Group I and 2 in Group III and there were 43 distinctions in fill. One 
student who withdrew from the Final Honours Examination in English in 1921, 
passed in the 1st Class in 1922. 

The number of volumes in the College Library at the end of 1097 was 17,499, 
against 16,717 in 1096 and the number issued rose from 19,0.04 to 20,291 in 1097. 

302. The Caste Hindu Hostel continued to be held in the rented building at 
Taikad. The gross expenditure on the Hostel was Rs. 14,874 while the receipts 
amounted to Us. 7,554, resulting m a net expenditure of Rs. 7,320. There were 
41 students in residence in the Casre Hindu Hostel and 25 students in the L. M. S. 
Hostel. The lodgings of students residing outside these hostels were as usual in¬ 
spected by the members of the College stall. 

303. The net expenditure on account of the College amounted to Hs. 95,357, 
agaiust Rs. 90,526 in 1096. The average cost per student rose from Rs. 222 to Rs. 
232, of which a sum of Rs. 142 was contributed oy Government and Rs. 90 were met 
from the students’ fees, against Rs. 137 and Us. bo respective!}'in the previous year. 

304. His Highness the Malta Raja $ College for Women .—The number oi 
students in the College rose from 114 to 122, of whom 73 were in the Junior Inter¬ 
mediate Class and 49 in the Senior Intermediate Class. 52 of the students were 
Hindus, of whom as many as 43 were Hairs, and the remaining 70 were Christians, 
of whom 48 were Syrians. For the first time, the College had a Brahmin student. 
There were also 6 Ezhava students in the College. Of the 29 students, who wore 
presented for the Intermediate Examination held in March 1922, 13 passed fully, 7 
passed in Part I only and 3 in Part II only. 19 students of the College—14 Hindus 
and 5 Christians—were living in the Hostel attached to the College. 42 other stu¬ 
dents were living in the Holy Angels Convent and Y. W. C. A. Hostels. The total 
number of books in the Library was 3,170, against 3,039 in 1096. The Literary 
and Arts Clubs attached to the College did a good programme of useful work. The 
College Magazine appeared regularly, paid its expenses and carried a small balance 
over to the new year. 


i. Private Colleges .—The strength of the C. M. S. College, Ivottayam, was 
inst 224 in 1096.

The College is wholly residential. 

The St. Berchman's College, Changanachery, which was started in June 
1922, had a strength of 118. 59 students were in residence in the Hostel for Chris¬ 

tian students. The institution has not yet been recognised by the Department. 

306. The Training College .—28 graduate students were admitted at the begin¬ 
ning of the academic year 1922-23. Of these, 15 were from departmental schools, 
6 from recognised private schools, and the remaining 7 from Cochin. Of the 27 
graduates who appeared for the L. X. degree Examination from the College, 23 pas¬ 
sed. Of these, 4 were placed in the First Class and one of them stood lirst in the 
Presidency. The number of students in the under-graduate section was 46, against 
48 in 1096. Instruction in the various forms of Manual Training and Educational 
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Hand-work continued to be imparted to all students of the College and to all pupils 
excepting Form VI of the Model School. As in previous years, the Organiser in 
Manual Training inspected the Manual Training work of the Vernacular Training 
Schools and also visited many of the Vernacular Middle Schools. Including the 
teachers under instruction, 618 pupils were receiving instruction in Manual Training 
in 1097 against 645 in 1090. Tile gross expenditure on the Training College rose 
from Rs. 50,200 in 1090 to Rs. 02,030, in 1097, the net expenditure being 
Rs. 54,914. 

307. Bis Highness the Maha Baja'* Sanskrit College , Trivandrum .—The 
strength of the College rose from 324 in 1090 to 346 during the year. 41 girls were 
attending the College at the close of the year. Of the 41 girl pupils, BO were Nairs 
and 11 Ezhavas. Of the 4 candidates, who appeared for the Mahopadhyaya 
Examination, 2 passed, both being placed in the first class. For the Qpadhyava 
Examination 21 candidates appeared, of whom 13 passed, 2 being placed in the first: 
class. Of the 36 candidates who appeared for the Sastri Test, 15 passed, 2 being- 
placed in the first class. Sanction was accorded to the Sastvi Test being also in¬ 
cluded under Government Examinations conducted by the Board of Kxainiuers. 
The Council of Visitors inspected the College twice during the year. The pro¬ 
posals to popularise the Veda Section of the 'College submitted by the Council were 
sanctioned and a revised course of studies was introduced during the year. The pay 
of the staff in this section was revised and the staff strengthened. The gross 
expenditure on the institution-was Rs. 17,067 against Rs. 16,475 in 1096, the net 
expenditure being Rs. 16,89r. 

English Education. 

308. The number of recognised English schools increased from 149 to 165 or 
by 16 against 35 in 1096. 

The standard of the Alleppey English Middle School for Mahomeduns was 
raised by the opening of Form IV. Form V was opened in the departmental 
English High Schools at Marthandom and Adur and also in the Hair Service Society’s 
Private English High School at Peruana, Changanachery.

The total number of pupils in recognised English Schools rose from 37,641 
to 39,123 i • e., by 1,482 or 4 per cent, against 5,545 or 17-3 per cent in 1096. The 
increase in the number of pupils is made up of 1,001 in Boys’ Schools and 481 iu 
Girls’ Schools, against 5,124 and 421 respectively in the previous year. The increase 
in the strength or private schools was 1,377 and that of departmental schools 105. 
The increase in strength was smaller compared with that in previous years. The

313. The number of Vernacular Schools rose from 2,876 to 2,992 and their 
strength from 3,51,609 to 3,59,838, showing an increase of 116 schools and 8,229 
pupils, against au increase of 140 schools and 11,439 pupils iu 1096. The number 
of departmental schools decreased by 7, boys’ schools having decreased by 9 and 
girls’ schools having increased by 2. The strength of the departmental schools 
showed a fall of 4,431, against 1,918 in 1096, the decrease being wholly in Boys' 
Schools amounting to 5,181, the strength in Girls’ schools having increased by 750. 
Private schools increased in number by 123 and in strength by 12,660, against 134 
and 13,357 respectively in 1096. The decrease in strength in departmental schools' 
was mainly in the High and Middle Schools. The number of departmental 'Verna¬ 
cular Middle Schools decreased by 19 during the year under report. Incomplete 
departmental Primary and Vernacular Middle Schools decrejised in number by 18 
and 15 respectively, against 15 and 45 respectively in 1096. Complete departmental. 
Primary Schools showed an increase of 32, against 56 iu 1096, while complete Ver¬ 
nacular Middle Schools decreased in number by 4, against an increase of 10 in 1096*. 
Vernacular High Schools also decreased by 2 during the year. 








316. During the year under report, 32 buildings were newly put up for Ver¬ 
nacular Schools for Boys, 34 buildings were tiled and 66 improved. So much was 
Tendered possible because of the more liberal allotments under maintenance of school 
buildings and contributions. The schools were better off during the year in the mat* 
ter of furniture, books and appliances. Government note with pleasure that special 
attention was paid to efficiency of work on the part of the Inspecting Officers and 
through them on the part of Headmasters and Teachers. It is reported that the 
orders of Government regarding the annual inspection of schools were rigorously car¬ 
ried out and that the'inspections were as good and effective as they could be in the 

126 Vernacular Middle Schools for Boys. * Hand work, which was originally being 
taught in the Primary Classes only, had been extended to Classes V and VI also. 
204 Vernacular Schools for Boys were newly awarded grants-in-aid during the year, 
but 17 of the already existing grant-in-aid schools ceased to exist. The number of 
unaided recognised schools awaiting the award of grants at the end of the year was 
103. 

317. The number of Partially Recognised Schools again fell by 80 during the 
year and the number of pupils in them by 2,974, the result being that there were 
only 31 such schools with a strength of 1,166. Since the close of the year, the Director 
has submitted a special report on these schools and it is being considered. Night 
Schools increased considerably in number during the year. At the end of the year, 
there were 26 such schools with a strength of 938 pupils, against 11 and 389 respect* 
ively in 1096- 


318. Training Schools.— The total strength of the ten mofussil departmental 
Traiuing Schools for male teachers increased from 209 to 221 in 1097. The Train¬ 
ing school at Palai was removed to Ettumanur during the year. Three Private Low¬ 
er Grade Vernacular Training Schools were working during the year, but one of them, 
the Kanjiramcolam Training School, was closed owing to the inability of the Manag¬ 
er to find the necessary funds. Excluding this school, the strength of the Private 
Training Schools was 38, against 40 in 1096. The strength of the classes in the 
Higher Grade‘Training School for Women, Trivandrum, was 29, 5 in the Higher 
Grade (English), 4 in the Higher Grade (Vernacular), and 20 in the Lower Grade 
(Vernacular), against 31 in all in 1096. With the reopening of the Nagercoil Train¬ 
ing School, which was temporarily closed in 1096, there were three private Lower 
grade Training Schools for Women during the year with a strength of 45, against Sf 
such schools with a strength of 35 in 1096, 

319. Technical Education. —AH the Technical schools under the control of the 
department except those for girls were transferred to the control of the Department 
of Industries. There were 12 Technical schools for girls working during the year. 
Of these, 9 were aided and 3 unaided. In 4 of these 12 schools, there-was provision 
for general education also. Weaving was taught in 5 schools and in the remaining- 
7 schools, lace-making and embroidery were taught. 

320. Special schools for Malayala Brahmins .—The strength of the depart¬ 
mental English Middle School at Kunnathur was 66, against 65 in 1096. As 
many as 56 were in residence in the Hostel attached to the school. It is 
gratifying, to find that the new building for the school was completed satisfactorily 
and occupied during the year. The strength of the Kumaranallur Special 
School in the Ettumanur taluk was 59, agaiust 55 in 1096. It is reported that the 
Sriraularajavilasom Special School in the Tiruvalla taluk continued to decline. The 
Director has been requested to arrange for this school being closed. 
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nation, of whom 70 were given certificates qualifying for admission to Colleges, 
against 163 and 40 respectively in 1096. 1,250 girls were presented for the Verna¬ 
cular School LeavingExamination, of whom 347 passed. Additional accommodation 
was provided in 2 English schools for girls. Arrangements were made during 
the year to offer instruction in Optional Science for the English School Leaving 
Certificate course in 2 of the Aided English High Schools for Girls. 5 male teachers 
from Vernacular schools for Girls were transferred to Boys’ schools during the year. 
Manual Training was introduced into 10 more Vernacular Girls’ schools. 

Hostels and Boaeding Houses. 

329. The Caste Hindu Hostel , Trivandrum.— Mention has already been made 
of this Institution under collegiate education. 

330. Hostel attached to His Highness the Maha Raja's College for Women,— 
This hostel had the full sanctioned number of inmates viz., 30, against 22 students 
in residence at the end of 1096. The working of the hostel is reported to have 
been satisfactory during the year under report. The gross expenditure on the 
Hostel was Rs. 8,161 and the receipts Rs. 2,347, resulting in a net expenditure 
of Rs. 5,814. 

331. Other Hostels and Boarding Houses. —A hostel for the benefit of the 
students of the Training College, Trivandrum, was opened during the latter part of 
the year with a grant-in-aid of Rs. 900 from Government. 30 students were in 
residence. They themselves manage the hostel under the supervision of the Princi¬ 
pal of the Training College. 

The total strength of the L. M. S. Hostel, Trivandrum, was 57, of whom 
25 were students of His Highness the Maha Raja’s College, Trivandrum. 

The number of students in residence in the Y, W. C. A. Hostel, which is in 
receipt of a grant-in-aid of Rs. 100 per mensem from Government, was 62, as against 
42 in 1096.

337. Scholarships.-— The expenditure on account!of scholarships and of stipends 
amounted to Rs. 85,250, of which the expenditure on scholarships was Ids. 33,023 
and that on stipends (including scarcity allowance) Rs. 52,227. The corresponding 
figures for the previous year we Rs. 77,240, Rs. 26,5x3 and Rs. 50,727 respectively. 

The total expenditure on endowed scholarships was Rs. 4,122, against 
Rs. 3,594 in 1096.

346. The Committee held nine meetings during the your. 552 applications for em¬ 
ployment were received from demobilised clerks and soldiers. Of these, libS men wore 
entertained in tlm public service as clerks, peons etc., a large number being enlisted in 
the Police and Military. Owing to the reduction of staff in .several departments and the 
paucity of qualified persons among the applicants, it was not possible to provide for 
more men. Early in the year, the concession regarding grant of lands to demobilised 
men was withdrawn, so that only 3 out of the 77 applicants got kinds registered in 
their names. 16 applications for pensions, rewards, medals and arrears of salary were- 
received during the year. These were referred to the British Military authorities 
with the result that 9 applications were successful. The Committee also was instru¬ 
mental in securing family pensions to widows and children of deceased soldiers.

STATE LIFE INSURANCE. 


365. The State Life Insurance continued to be optional during the year in the 
case of all public servants as in the previous year; and the provision for withdrawal 
from insurance at the option o£ the insured was also continued. The benefits of the 
State Life Insurance Fund were extended during the year to the employees of muni¬ 
cipalities and other local bodies whose services are pensionable from the general re¬ 
venues of the State. 

With a view to sec whether the Life Insurance Fund is working at a profit 
or loss, arrangements were made for an actuarial valuation of the Fund by Mr. 
M. K. Tambe of Bombay. The valuation report is awaited. 

During the year, the surrender value, payable to policy holders who withdrew, 
was reduced from 75 per cent, to 40 per cent, of the premia paid; and policies which 
had not been in force for not less than two years were also declared ineligible for 

Ten fresh proposals were received during the year. Including the five pro¬ 
posals pending at the close of 1096, the total number of proposals received and ac¬ 
cepted was fifteen; and policies were issued in respect of all of them. 

Owing to withdrawals, resignations etc., 33 policies ceased to pay premia 
during the year and 2,244 up to the end of the year. The total number of paying 
policies at the end of the year was 894. 

Three deaths were reported during the year and five claims were pending dis¬ 
posal at the close of 1096. Of these eight, two only are pending disposal owing to 
the non-production of proper proof of heirship for payment of bonuses to the heirs. 

Inclusive of arrears, a sum of Rs. 19,278 was realised during the year on ac¬ 
count of premia, interest on delayed payments and other dues which, added to the 
amount at the credit of the fund at the close of 1096 and the interest of Rs. 4,572 
realised on the stock certificates, gave a total balance of Rs. 2,24,122 in favour of the 
fund at the end of the year. 

The surrender value paid on the policies withdrawn from insurance amounted 
to Rs. 6,199; and the bonus paid to Rs. .5,830, or a total of Rs. 12,029. The balance 
to the credit of the fund at the close of the year was Rs. 2,12,093. 

The work of the fund continued, as usual, to be performed free by the 
Government and there was no expenditure under ’Establishment and Contingencies’ 
during the year. 

DESTRUCTION OF WILD ANIMALS. 

36(1. Eight permits were, in all, issued for shooting wild animals, during the 
year. No reward was given during the year for the destruction of wild animals.

367. The Eighteenth Session of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly commenced 
its sittings on Monday the 27tli February 1922.

The Dewan, as 
President, in the Address to the Assembly, briefly referred to the outstanding 
features of the year’s administration and the plans for the immediate future. 
The subjects brought forward by the members were then taken up for consideration 
and dealt with.
